11. All perſons coming into Our ſaid Poꝛt with any Ships, oꝛ Merchandizes, ſhall Enter, oꝛ cauſe to be En⸗ 
tred in the Regiſtry there to be kept foꝛ that purpoſe, all the Goods, Wares, Merthandizes and Commodities 
by them landed, and ſhall pay, oꝛtauſe to be paid foꝛ every Hundzed pounds woꝛth of Goods ſo landed, accozd- 
ing to the Rates and Ualues of Merthandizes ſet down in the Book of Rates eſtabliſhed in England, Five ſhil⸗ 
lings fo2 the Entry thereof, and no other Duty oꝛ Payment whatſoever. | 

111. If any perſon ſhall refuſe oz neglect to make Entry ol his Goods ſo Impoꝛted and Landed, oꝛ ſhall not 
make Entry without fraud oꝛ deceit, Lhe perſon fo refuſing oz neglecting ts make Entry, oz making ſhoꝛt 
Entry, ſhall toſe and fozteit the Ship oz Uefſel, together with all the Goods ſo Ympozted, and be utterly unca- 
pable ol any of the Pziviledges oꝛ Benefits herein befoꝛe oz after mentioned.

VI. This Liberty and Freedom of Our Pozt at Tanger ſhall continue from the Nine and twentieth day of 


September 1662.f92 and during the full time and term of Five years from thengęfoꝛth next coming; In all which 


time there ſhall be no further oꝛ greater impꝛobement of Dur Cuſtoms withfh Dur ſaidPozt. And Cle do alſo 

Declare, That when thole Five years ſhall be elapſed, We ſhall not make any new oz greater Jmpoſition 
upon the Trade of that Pozt, without firlt giving. publick notice thereof after the expiration of Five years, by 
the ſpace of Two years befoze any ſuch new oꝛ greater Impoſition ſhall take effect. : |
